DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant's independent claims recite highly specific designs that, in the 
examiner's opinion, are not disclosed in prior art cited. Claims 1, 6 and 11 teach a 
method of characterizing hardware resource dependencies/hardware topology and/or a 
hardware resource identifier in a multi-channel communication system wherein: 

a. identifying of constraints and interdependences among hardware resources 
comprises identifying hardware resource groups and hardware resource group 
boundaries among the system hardware resources and assigning association labels to 
the system hardware resources to identify relationships, if any, between the system 
hardware resources and external hardware, to identify redundant resources within 
respective ones of the hardware resource groups, and to characterize dedicated 
coupling between individual ones of the system hardware resources. 

b. a hardware resource group and group boundary identifier for identifying 
hardware groups and group boundaries of the system hardware resources for use by 
the processor in interpreting the abstract resource.
